He raised 
France's bitter objections to 
the delivery of United States 
and British arms to Tunisia 
yesterday. 

The council also discussed 
plans for the NATO summit 
meeting next month. 

French Walk Out. 

The French representative 
appeared at the NATO meeting 
after a French delegation re- 
fused to attend a closed meet- 
ing of the NATO Parliamentary 
Assembly, an advisory body. 
The delegation walked out of 
the Assembly yesterday in pro- 
test to the arms decision. 

The Assembly wound up its 
sessions in an atmosphere of 
futility. .All its resolutions 
stressed Atlantic solidarity and 
the vacant French chairs indi- 
cated that at the moment such 
solidarity did not exist. 

The Assembly § adjourned 
After final speeches had been 
canceled Last-minute reso- 
lutions included one to meet 
again next year. 

The French press stepped up 
eriticism of the British-Ameri- | 
can decision to fly a small sup- 
ply of arms to the former 
French protectorate in North 
Africa. Frenchmen were seeth- 
ing with anger at the deliver- 
les. 

Arms Landed at Tunis. 

About 1000 rifles, machine 
guns and submachine guns 
were landed at Tunis yester- 
day in reply to an appeal] from 
Tunisian President Habib 
Bourguiba for arms. Bour- 
guiba, strongly pro-Western 
leader of the newly independ- 
ent nation, had threatened to 
turn to Soviet arms: sources: if 
he could not equip his 6000- 
man army with Western guns. 

Bourgiba hailed the United 
States as a “champion of lib- 
erty” for sending arms and 
said Tunisia would continue 
to belong to the free world 
In Paris the United States and 
Britain were accused of dis- 
rupting free world solidarity 

Pierre Schneiter, chairman 
of the French delegation to 
the NATO Parliamentary As- 
sembly, in walking out yester- 
day, called the decision tg arm 
Tunisia “brutal and wunwar- 
ranted.” 

Premier Gaillard later told

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
v. ‘16 (AP)—United Nations 
delegates sought a compromise | 
today fer enlarging the disar- 
mament commission that both 
East and West would aecept. 

The General Assembly post- 
poned discussion of the issue 
late yesterday when word 
reached the president, Sir Les- 
lie Munro, that behind-scenes 
negotiations to revamp the 12- 
nation commission still had not 
produced agreement. 

Munro scheduled the next 
meeting for Tuesday to give 
delegates time to reach some 
decision on composition of the 
arms group. The commission 
is now composed of the 11 Se- 
curity Council members and 


Canada. 

Argument centered over pro- 
posed amendments to a Cana- 
dian-Japanese plan for adding 
10 nations to the commission. 
They included: 

1. An amendment by 18 
Latin-American nations re- 
questing that Mexico be add- 
ed to the slate. 

2. A proposal by India, Swe- 
den and Yugoslavia to tack on 
Egypt, Norway, Mexico and 
Poland. 

Russia also has entered a 
resolution expanding the com- 
mission to include all 82 U.N. 
members. Supporters of the 
Indian amendment said they 
were confident the Soviets 
would drop this demand if théir 
entries were added. 

An. Asian delegate who 
talked to the Russians told a 
reporter, however, that Soviet 
delegates do not want to add 
Norway since it. belongs to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. The Soviets already 
have expressed opposition to 
the Canadian list because it 
contained two NATO members 
—Belgium and Italy. Also in- 
cluded on the Canadian list 
are Argentina, Australia, Bra- 
zil, Burma, Czechoslovakia, 
India, Tunisia and Yugoslavia. 

Wallace Nesbitt, head of the 
Canadian delegation, has said 
he would be willing to add 
some nations if it would make 
his plan more acceptable. 

The United States, which 
has contended that the Cana- 
dian list is sufficient, declined 
comment on the latest pro- 
posals’ but délegates predicted 
the Americans would agree. 

The actual commission work 
has been done by a subcommit- 
tee made up of Russia, the Big 
Three and Canada. The Soviet 
Union has made known it will 
no longer serve on that body. 
It maintains that the member- 
ship is stacked against it and 
no progress can result. 


GARCIA TO SEEK 
MORE U.S. AID 
FOR PHILIPPINES 


MANILA, Nov. 16 (UP)— 
President Carlos P. Garcia said 
today he would seek more fi- 
nancial aid from the United 
States to support the Philippine 
economy. 

The 61l-vear-old President. 
who was returned to office by 
a massive margin in last Tues- 
day's elections, did not mention 
a specific figure. 

He said he might go to Wash- 
Ington soon to help solve the

States and the Philippines 
about jurisdiction of United 
States military bases here

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‘Convicts’ Convention . 
“The tonvention of 42 murderers, eight bandits 
and an embézzler in the north Indian city of 


Lucknow the other day was not so peculiar as 


it may have appeared at first glance. 

Lucknow is in the state of Uttar Pradesh, 
whose chief minister, a Dr. Sampurnanand, is 
himself an ex-convict—as in fact are many of 
the leaders of the Indian republic. He and the 
others were jailed by the British—Sampurna- 
nand for five years—for political activity. That 
one taste of prison made Sampurnanand a fer- 
vent reformer. The convention he ran in Luck- 
now was to permit the convicts to give their 
jailers some advice. % 

Indian convicts want to be taught useful 
trades, to be paid for their work, and to be as- 
sured that their famili¢s will not starve while 
they serve their sentences. Is this asking too 
much? In Britain a move is afoot to enable 
prisoners to maintain themselves as well as 
their relatives. In Mexico prisoners are permit- 
ted conjugal yjsits withxtheir wives. 

While nobody has yet suggested a practicable 
alternative to prison, certainly the prison as an 
institution is a long way from perfect. In Mis- 
souri it took a violent riot to expose the short- 
comings of our penitentiary.

Aldermanic Consultant 

The Board of Aldermen undoubtedly would 
benefit from the services of a properly argan- 
ized, professional agency to handle its legisla- 
tive research. 

For one thing, such an agency would then save 
them a good deal of waste motion. Aldermafi 
Alfred I. Harris, for example, could have found 
out in advance whether the city’s law depart- 
ment-approved his bill to appropriate $50,000 
for relief of a former city employe. Such ap- 
proval is required under the City Charter. 

But whether the Aldermen as a whole really 
want professional help is open to question. The 
post of legislative research consultant to the 
Board was created to throw a few dollars to a 
deserving Democrat, who now has resigned. His 
successor, Democratic politician David M. Grant, 
seems to have been chosen as a reward for his 
work in helping Alderman Harris and his col: 
leagues kill off the proposed new Charter last 
August. 

If the Grant appointment accurately mirrors 
the Board's attitude toward research, what it 
seems to mean is that the Aldermen prefer 
patronage to an impartial, non-political © re- 
search service.

A faculty committee at Ohio State University, 
whose football team may be Rose Bowl-bound, 
says it is time for the Big Ten conference to 
take a “hard and realistic’ look and to admit 
that amateurism can no longer work in college 
athletics. And taking a hard look at the com- 
mittee’s hard look, we conclude that the com- 
mittee is not suggesting something new so much 
as describing the status quo.

Just as detectives investigate a mysterious and 
baffling death, #0 Uncle Sam's plane-crash ex- 
perts investigate all accidents that befall air- 
liners. In more than 90 per cent of the cases 
they find the answer. They offer the only solace 
to be found in this catastrophe: the solution of 
the case will lessen the “hances of a similar 
accident to some other plane.

Wahlgren called it “the climate of 
the happy medium,” and he backed 
up his description with facts and fig- 
ures reaching back over a century. 

He found and proclaimed: 

1. Average annual temperature, 57°, 
“not the too-cold 
40° or lower we 
find in the north- 
ern border states, 
nor the sultry, de- 
pressive heat of 
much of the ex- 
treme southern 
states, with their 
annual averages of 
65°, or higher. 

2, “On average,” 
he said, “the mer- 
cury climbs to 90° 
or higher on only

endar year; two 
days have minimum 
temperatures, zero or below. True, 
we have some hot and cold spells, but 
what section of the country hasn't?” 

3. Precipitation? Annually “close .

That left him Europe, “some of 
which has too scant rainfall—less than 
20 inches a year; and some too much; 
more.than 60 inches per year on an 
average, and much of that continent 
is decidedly colder than St. Louis in 
wintertime.” 

Wahlgren called the roll of Euro- 
pean city after city: London, 15 hours 
of g1 ine in December and January, 
St.¢Léuis 129 and 149 hours, respec- 
tivély; Athehs, Madrid, Stockholm, 
Zurich, Leningrad. Prague, less than 
20 inches of annual precipitation; Ber- 
lin and Paris, less than 23 inches. 
“Moscow has been as cold as 43° be- 
low zero; Stockholm, 22° below, the 
same as the St. Louis record set in 
1884.”’ 

“I am sure you will agree,” he con- 
cluded, “that St. Louis is not the hot- 
test, nor the coldest; not the wettest, 
nor the driest city in the world, or 
even in the United .States, but en- 
dowed with a truly fine climate.”
